Class Definition

Under supervision, plans, organizes and conducts speciadized recreation and/or community service activities.

Distinquishing Characteristics

Incumbentsin the Recreetion Specidist classplan, organize, and conduct pecidized recreation and/or community
sarvice activities, e.g., music, drama, dance, arts and crafts, sports activities, teen and senior citizen activities,
science programs, and counsding and work shops for juvenile offenders. This class is distinguished from the
Community Recreation Assstant and Recreation Leader classes in that incumbents of the latter provide more
generd (non-specidized) guidance to individuas and groups served.

Maintains and prepares activity reports and attendance records.

Enforces necessary precautions to ensure the safety and welfare of participants, spectators and facilities.
May perform first aid and complete accident reports.

May request donations from community businesses for support of assgned program.

Performs related duties as required.

Minimum Qualifications

Expertise in one or more specia recreation and/or specid purpose community service activities.
Necessary Special Requirements
